SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The DVD entitled Beasty Bitches Barking Dogs Don't Bite is classified as: 
Objectionable. 

The DVD contains a feature and other components including a "slideshow" of 
photographic images. Most of the feature and the majority of the images explicitly 
depict bestiality. 

The DVD promotes and supports bestiality. It does this by encouraging the viewer to 
be sexually aroused by bestiality and serves to validate and legitimise that sexual 
interest. 

The publication meets criteria under s3(2)(e) of the Films, Videos, and Publications 
Classification Act 1993, and is therefore deemed to be objectionable. A classification 
of objectionable interferes with the right to the freedom of expression as set out in si4 
of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. Flowever, in relation to this publication, the 
classification is considered to be a reasonable limit prescribed by law that can be 
demonstrably justified in a free and democratic society. 
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
